To  the  Mayor  and  City  Council, 
City  of  Seattle,  Washington. 

Honorable  Members: 

In  compliance  with  Section  5,  Article  VII  of  the  City  Charter,  I  herewith  submit  sta- 
tistical report  of  the  business  transacted  by  the  Seattle  Police  Department  for  the  year  end- 
ing December  31st,  1941. 

During  the  year  of  1941  there  has  been  a  tremendous  increase  in  the  activities  of  the 
Seattle  Police  Department  due  to  the  large  increase  in  population  in  this  city  with  its  attend- 
ant increase  in  traffic,  and  to  the  widely  expanding  National  Defense  program  within  our 
city  and  district. 

The  total  number  of  arrests  for  the  year  1941  was  28,367  as  compared  with  20,289 
during  the  year  1940.  This  increase  is  due  to  two  factors:  One,  the  greatly  increased 
population  and  traffic  in  this  city;  and,  second,  to  the  strict  law-enforcement  policy  which 
we  have  followed.  However,  even  wi  h  this  increase  in  arrests,  the  number  of  major 
crime  offenses  committed  shows  a  very  healthy  or  favorable  condition  as  compared  with 
the  year  1940.  In  fact,  crimes  reported  to  the  police  show  a  decrease  in  number  for  Rob- 
bery. Aggravated  Assault,  and  Burglary,  while  there  has  been  a  very  slight  increase  in 
the  number  of  offenses  for  Grand  Larceny,  Petit  Larceny  and  Auto  Theft.  This,  we  believe, 
proves  that  the  vigilance  of  this  department  in  crime  prevention  activities  has  been  given  new 
impetus  during  the  year  1941,  with  the  favorable  results  speaking  for  themselves. 

The  activities  in  connection  with  crime  prevention  work  in  this  department  are  now  per- 
formed by  the  Junior  Safety  Division,  which  has  been  combined  with  the  Juvenile  Division 
under  the  one  heading  of  Junior  Safety  Division  and  this  bureau  has  been  firmly  estab- 
lished in  charge  of  a  Captain  of  Police  and  augmented  by  several  additional  Patrolmen, 
trained  in  this  particular  activity.  The  juvenile  officers  assigned  to  sub-stations  are  collab- 
orating with  the  officers  of  the  Junior  Safety  Division  in  the  new  program  which  I  have  out- 
lined and  which  will  be  carried  out  by  this  Division. 

During  the  year  1941  the  personnel  of  the  Traffic  Division  in  the  Police  Department 
has  been  increased  by  the  addition  of  forty  Patrolmen  and  two  additional  Sergeants.  New 
methods  of  traffic  control  have  been  adopted  and  are  operating  with  satisfactory  results. 
The  survey  made  by  the  Safety  Division  of  the  International  Association  of  Chiefs  of  Police 
for  the  adoption  of  the  Kreml  System  has  been  completed  and  is  being  incorporated  into 
our  system  of  traffic  control  as  rapidly  as  possible.  Our  Motorcycle  Patrol  has  been  in- 
creased from  I  3  to  33  machines,  and  our  Accident  Prevention  Bureau  now  has  eight  white 
patrol  cars  with  loudspeakers  and  radio  equipment,  as  compared  with  two  such  cars  dur- 
ing 1940.  The  Traffic  Motor  Patrol  has  been  increased  and  many  additional  traffic  offi- 
cers have  been  assigned  to  the  industrial  districts  where  defense  orders  are  being  com- 
pleted for  the  Government.

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The  increase  in  injuries  and  fatalities  is  very  slight  in  comparison  with  the  great  in- 
crease in  volume  of  traffic  and  the  resulting  increase  in  accidents,  and,  we  believe,  these 
figures  show  a  greatly  increased  control  by  this  department  over  traffic  conditions  in  gen- 
eral. With  the  adoption  of  the  Kreml  System  and  other  modern  methods  of  traffic  con- 
trol, we  expect  during  the  ensuing  year  to  show  excellent  results  in  reducing  traffic  acci- 
dents and  fatalities. 

The  increased  effort  by  this  department  in  law  enforcement,  both  in  traffic  and  the 
criminal  branch  of  this  department,  is  shown  by  the  greatly  increased  returns  in  fines 
through  our  Police  Court.  During  the  year  1941  Police  Court  Fines  and  Forfeitures 
amounted  to  $428,569.60,  as  compared  with  $286,235.70  during  the  year  1940.  This 
increase  in  revenue  can  only  be  attributed  to  the  activiites  of  this  department  in  conform- 
ance with  general  orders  issued  for  strict  law  enforcement.  The  number  of  cases  brought 
before  the  Police  Court  in   1941,  as  compared  with  1940,  is  shown  as  follows:

The  above  figures  show  an  increase  of  2  0,770  cases  brought  before  the  Police  Court, 
resulting  in  an  increase  in  Fines  and  Forfeitures  of  $142,333.90  for  the  year  of  1941,  as 
compared  with  that  of  1940. 

Radio  communication  has  become  the  mo3t  important  branch  of  our  police  communi- 
cation system.  We  have  entered  into  a  contract  wi  h  King  County  for  the  construction  of 
a  new  frequency  modulation  broadcasting  stalion  which  is  now  under  construction.  This 
agreement  provides  for  the  complete  conttruction  and  maintenance  of  this  broadcasting  sta- 
tion by  King  County,  and  its  coir  plete  operation,  including  personnel,  by  the  Police  De- 
partment, City  of  Seattle,  for  a  period  of  ten  years.  This  department  is  equipping,  as  fast 
as  present  finances  will  pernrt,  all  of  its  motor  vehicles  with  radio  transmitters  and  receiv- 
ers of  the  latest  type  for  operation  in  connection  with  this  new  frequency  modulation  sys- 
tem of  radio  communication.  This  is  a  most  important  advancement  in  our  Police  Depart- 
ment and  will  place  it,  when  corrpletsd,  in  a  foremost  position  for  adequate  and  efficient 
operation  from  a  communications  standpoint. 

The  greatly  enlarged  scope  of  activities  devolving  upon  this  department  in  connection 
with  the  National  Defense  prcgram,  as  well  as  the  increase  in  population  and  industrial 
activity  in  this  city,  has  necessitated  an  increase  in  personnel  of  the  police  force.  We  have 
increased  our  departrrent  by  one  hundred  patrolmen  during  the  past  year.  In  addition  to 
this  we  have  increased  our  radio  personnel  by  four  operators  and  one  additional  technician; 
and  our  garage  force  by  two  additional  machinists;  and,  one  additional  clerk  in  our  records 
division,  making  a  total  increase  in  the  personnel  of  108  over  that  of  the  year  1940. 
Special  positions,  which  it  has  been  necessary  to  create  within  the  department  in  handling 
the  new  duties,  such  as  Co-ordinator  and  Deputy  Inspector  of  Police,  have  been  recruited 
from  our  own  personnel,  and  these  positions  are  being  ably  filled  by  captains  and  trained 
members  of  this  department  who  have  many  years  of  police  experience. 

Our  Police  Training  School  has  conducted  classes  throughout  the  year,  and  all  new 
recruits  to  the  department  have  been  given  a  thorough  training  in  the  school  before  being 
put  on  active  duty.  In  addition  to  training  members  of  our  own  department,  civilian  auxil- 
iary police  and  others  active  in  our  National  Defense  program  have  been  given  special  classes 
and  training  in  our  Police  School.  The  results  of  this  training  are  very  apparent  in  the  good 
work  being  accomplished  by  those  who  have  had  th;s  training.  Our  Police  Training  School, 
which  is  rated  by  the  FBI  as  one  of  the  first  grade  police  schools  in  the  country,  under  the 
direction  of  Captain  Emile  Vallet,  conducts  training  courses  continuously  throughout  the 
year  for  members  of  the  Police  Department,  and  also  has  conducted  many  classes  in  train- 
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ing  volunteer  members  of  our  Civilian  Defense  organizations.  This  training  will  be  aug- 
mented during  1942.  Captain  V'allet  was  Chairman  of  the  Police  Science  and  Law  En- 
forcement section  of  the  Institute  of  Government  which  was  held  at  the  University  of 
Washington  during  the  lait  week  of  June,  1941.  and  attended  by  some  eighty  officers  of 
this  department  as  well  as  many  law  enforcement  officers  from  vai ious  parts  of  the  State. 

In  November.  1941,  Deputy  Inspector  R.  W.  Olrrsted  was  sent  to  the  U.  S.  Arsenal 
at  Edgewood,  Maryland,  to  study  chemical  warfare,  bombs  and  gases,  and  he  is  conduct- 
ing a  course  in  these  subjects  at  our  Training  School  for  merrbers  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment and  Civilian  Defen:e  organizations.  In  tructions  on  plant  protection  has  been  issued 
to  firms  in  this  city  pioducing  war  materials,  and  assistance  rendered  in  instruction  regarding 
air  raid  precautions  to  firms  with  a  large  nurr.ber  of  employees. 

Four  officers  of  this  department  have  been  permanently  assigned  to  the  Civilian  De- 
fense headquar.ers,  one  as  Chief  of  Staff,  in  order  to  better  coordinate  our  joint  activities. 

This  department  has  established,  during  this  past  year,  what  is  known  as  the  National 
Defense  Detail  to  which  we  have  rssigned  eleven  especially  trained  police  officers  who  are 
adapted  to  this  line  of  work  and  among  whom  the  various  foreign  l?.ngu8ges  are  spoken. 
The  work  of  this  detail  is  carried  on  in  conjunction  with  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investi- 
gation, and  the  invectigation  and  handling  of  all  enemy  aliens  is  the  duty  of  this  detail.  On 
the  night  of  December  7th.  1941.  at  the  request  of  the  District  Office  of  the  FBI,  a  large 
detail  of  officers,  under  the  supervision  of  our  National  Defense  Detail,  was  assigned  to 
round  up  Japanese  and  alien  enemy  suspects,  which  resulted  in  the  apprehension  of  fifty- 
five  such  persons,  together  wLh  the  seizure  of  much  evidence.  The  confiscation  and  removal 
from  circulation,  from  enemy  aliens,  of  all  cameras,  shortwave  radios  and  firearms,  as  or- 
dered by  the  FBI,  was  efficiently  consummated  within  a  few  days  by  the  officers  of  this  detail. 
During  the  latter  part  of  December  the  National  Defense  Detail  conducted  a  thorough  in- 
vestigation of  every  dwelling  and  place  of  business  occupied  by  Japanese,  and  secured  a 
personal  history  of  each  one. 

This  department  is  assisting  the  armed  forces  and  the  civilian  departments  of  the  Fed- 
eral Government  in  making  a  careful  check  of  all  arrests  of  recruits  and  applicants  for  these 
various  services. 

The  declaration  of  war  naturally  brought  many  increased  responsibilities  and  duties 
to  the  Police  Department.  After  the  Pearl  Harbor  attack  all  members  of  the  department 
were  put  on  a  continuous  twelve-hour  tour  of  duty,  which  was  in  effect  for  about  six  weeks. 
We  weie  on  the  alert  for  any  emergency  and  every  precaution  taken  to  protect  the  lives  and 
property  of  our  residents. 

With  reference  to  the  activities  in  conjunction  with  Defense  preparations  in  the  na- 
tional emergency,  the  Police  Department,  by  virtue  of  the  City  Charter,  is  vested  with  the 
power  and  authority  to  preserve  law  and  order  within  the  City;  and  at  this  time  of  war 
emergency  is,  in  fact,  the  first  line  of  defense  for  our  local  community.  In  carrying  out 
these  duties  coming  within  the  province  of  the  Police  Department  at  this  time,  the  depart- 
ment has  gone  on  a  war  time  basis  and,  aside  from  the  regularly  constituted  duties  com- 
ing within  its  jurisdiction,  we  have  three  distinct  auxiliary  groups  as  follows: 

No.    1 — The  Auxiliary  Police. 

No.   2 — The  Home  Defense  Infantry  Reserve 

No.   3 — Air  Raid  Wardens. 

Following  is  an  outline  of  these  three  units: 

I.  An  Auxiliary  Police  force  of  seventy-five  members  has  now  been  fully  com- 
missioned as  emergency  special  police  officers.  The  e  men  were  selected  from  a  group  of 
250  persons  who  we.e  recruiLed  and  put  through  a  cour.e  of  trailing  in  our  police  school, 
under  the  direction  cf  Captain  Et  ile  Vallet.  during  these  past  few  months.  They  have  all 
now  corrpleted  their  basic  training,  and  have  been  sworn  in  as  peace  officers  and  been 
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issued  police  equipment.  They  are  qualified  to  take  over  the  police  precinct  stations  in  any 
emergency,  thus  relieving  the  regular  police  officers,  assigned  to  there  stations,  for  emer- 
gency service  at  headquarters,  and  are  qualified  to  aid  the  Police  Department  in  many  in- 
stances in  the  regular  line  of  police  duty. 

2.  The  Home  Defense  Infantry  Reserve  is  a  group  organized  January  6,  1 94 1 ,  to 
replace  the  National  Guard  which  was  mustered  into  Federal  service  at  that  time.  This  or- 
ganization has  continued  to  grow  throughout  the  year  1941,  and  at  the  present  time  has 
seventy-one  commissioned  officers  and  3,000  non-commissioned  officers  and  enlisted  men,  in 
three  battalions,  a  fourth  being  formed  to  work  in  King  County.  The  group  is  organized 
along  military  lines,  using  the  regular  U.  S.  Army  Infantry  Drill  Movements  as  a  training 
medium,  and  wear  a  khaki  uniform  with  overseas  cap.  They  have  been  trained  in  first 
aid  classes,  in  field  communications,  and  are  equipped  to  take  over  these  activities  in  emer- 
gencies. They  have  also  had  a  course  of  study  in  rescue  of  civilians,  and  demolition  work, 
and  in  the  handling  of  incendiary  bombs,  etc.  If  an  emergency  should  arise  requiring  such 
action,  a  great  many  of  this  group  would  be  sufficiently  trained  to  be  immediately  available 
as  Auxiliary  Emergency  Police  and  can  be  so  deputized.  Selected  members  of  the  H.  D. 
I.  R.  were  given  instruction  in  our  Police  Training  School.  They  in  turn  will  be  used  to 
instruct  other  members  of  their  units.  They  have  an  excellent  communications  section  with 
sixteen  portable  radio  transmitters  at  strategic  points,  ten  mobile  units  and  a  sound  truck. 
Use  of  the  radio  in  this  manner  avoids  congestion  of  telephone  lines.  The  police  reserve 
sections  aid  in  policing  bridgeheads,  public  utilities,  large  industrial  plants,  and  assist  at  large 
fires,  riots  or  large  assemblages,  and  such  other  tasks  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Chief 
of  Police. 

The  first  experimental  Blackout  by  any  city  in  the  U.  S.  was  held  in  Seattle  in  March, 
1941,  and  proved  to  be  very  successful.  The  H.  D.  I.  R.  rendered  valuable  service;  on  this 
occasion.  All  duiing  the  spring  and  summer  of  1941  the  unit  conducted  their  training, 
growing  all  the  tirr.e  unt  1  the  Sunday  of  the  Pearl  Harbor  attack  when  they  were  called  into 
service  and  some  three  hundred  men  were  mustered  for  police  duty,  such  as  guarding  bridges, 
radio  stations,  public  utilities,  blackout  enforcement,  etc.  They  mustered  one  company  for 
duty  every  night  during  the  renainder  of  December.  Much  thought  has  been  given  and  prac- 
tical arrangements  worked  out  to  rover  necessary  blackouts  for  this  city  and  corrmunily. 
The  City  Council  has  authorized  the  Chief  of  Police,  under  Ordinance  No.  71541,  to  pro- 
mulgate and  execute  rules  concerning  blackouts.  I  have,  therefore,  in  cooperation  wiih 
the  Fourth  Interceptor  Command,  been  able  to  formulate  plans  for  any  necessary  blackouts 
which  we  believe,  with  the  experience  already  had  in  this  matter,  can  be  successfully  ex- 
ecuted at  any  time  in  the  future. 

3.  The  Air  Raid  Wardens'  group  has  been  organized  under  the  supervision  of  Mr. 
Wellington  Rupp.  A  Major  has  been  placed  in  charge  of  each  district  zone  and  the  city 
divided  into  seven  such  zones.  The  population  of  the  city  has  been  divided  into  dis  ricts 
of  approximately  60,000  persons  in  each  zone  and  approximately  600  within  the  boundary 
of  each  post.  There  are  four  wardens  assigned  to  each  post,  one  of  whom  is  designated  as 
Senior  Warden  and  as  such  will  be  responsible  for  the  post  at  all  times.  There  are  approx- 
imately 15,000  members  in  this  organization  at  the  present  tirre.  They  will  work  in  close 
cooperation  with  the  Police  Department  in  civilian  defense  work,  although,  as  members  of  a 
civilian  organization  for  the  protection  of  the  public,  it  is  not  necessary  to  grant  these 
air  raid  wardens  police  powers.  Their  work  is  mainly  cooperating  with  the  Police 
Department  in  the  protection  of  lives  and  property  during  air  raids.  Air  Raid  War- 
dens will  act  as  laison  officers  between  the  public  and  various  air  raid  precautionary  services. 
The  duties  of  air  raid  wardens  have  been  specifically  designated  and  promulgated  in  gen- 
eral orders,  and  they  have  been  trained  in  the  proper  execution  of  these  duties.  Air  raid 
sirens  for  proper  warning  of  citizens  in  ell  emergencies  have  been  purchased  and  installed 
in  the  most  vital  spots  of  the  business  and  residential  districts. 

The  matter  of  fire  prevention  and  cooperation  between  the  Fire  and  Police  Depart- 
ments in  all  emergencies  has  been  given  considerable  attention  and  a  working  arrangement 
made  with  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  for  this  purpose. 
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When  1  assumed  the  office  of  Chief  of  Police  on  July  18th.  1941.  the  prevention  and 
control  of  venereal  disease  received  my  immediate  attention,  especially  in  view  of  the  large 
number  of  Ar.iy  and  Navy  men  and  war  industry  workers  in  the  city.  We  endeavored  to 
suppress  prostitution  wherever  it  appeared  and  known  houses  of  prostitution  have  been 
closed.  Many  arrests  of  prostitutes  were  made.  Abatement  proceedings  were  filed  against 
the  owners  of  a  number  of  properties  who  refused  to  cooperate  with  the  department.  After 
the  closure  of  houses  of  prostitution,  the  venereal  disease  rate  declined  perceplibly.  We 
work  in  close  collaboration  with  the  City  and  State  Health  authorities  on  this  pioblem  and 
all  sources  of  venereal  infection  reported  to  us  are  thoroughly  investigated  and  proper  action 
taken.  The  quarantine  ward  established  in  I  940  is  continuing  to  give  proper  medical  treat- 
ment, care  and  supervision  to  all  women  apprehended  by  this  department  and  found  to 
have  venereal  disease. 

The  U.  S.  Army  authori  iss  have  designated  the  Seattle  Police  Department  as  a  re- 
ceiving station  fcr  piisoners  of  war  and  instructions  have  been  given  to  the  merrbers  of  this 
department  as  to  the  proper  handling  of  any  prisoners  of  war  that  may  be  detained  by  this 
department  for  the  Army  authorities. 

A  new  method  has  been  developed  in  the  handling  of  mobs  in  case  of  riots  and  other 
disturbances  by  the  use  of  a  group  of  about  twenty  motorcycle  officers.  With  cut-outs  pop- 
ping and,  if  at  night,  only  tail  lights  showing,  these  motorcycles  move  slowly  into  the 
crowd  in  a  "V"  formation.  In  this  way  the  crowd  can  be  broken  in  two  and  the  formation 
moved  backwards  splitting  the  crowd  again  in  conjunction  with  the  use  of  a  loudspeaker 
giving  instructions  and  directing  the  crowd  to  disperse.  This  method  has  proven  very  suc- 
cessful in  practice  without  any  serious  consequences  or  injury  to  members  of  the  crowd. 

In  putting  the  Police  Department  on  a  war  time  basis,  many  improved  methods  in 
police  practice  and  procedure,  similar  to  those  outlined  in  this  letter,  have  been  worked 
out  so  that  as  emergencies  arise  from  time  to  time  we  will  be  in  a  position  to  meet  them 
with  confidence.  We  are  indeed  fortunate  to  have  had  these  last  few  months  to  make 
these  preparations  and  plans  and  believe  that  the  time  and  effort  spent  on  these  matters 
has  been  well  spent  toward  preparing  our  department  for  what  may  be  expected  in  the 
future.  These  efforts  will  be  continued  and  the  department  kept  ON  THE  ALERT  and  in 
readiness  to  give  every  assistance  to  the  military  and  naval  forces  now  operating  in  the 
Pacific  Northwest's  military  area. 

1  wuh  to  take  this  opportunity  to  highly  commend  all  of  the  volunteer  members  of  our 
various  Civilian  Defense  organizations  who  have  donated  so  generously  of  their  time,  and 
for  the  wonderful  work  they  are  doing.  Their  display  of  good  citizenship  and  patriotic 
devotion  to  their  duties  in  the  protection  of  the  community  deserves  the  gratitude  of  every 
citizen.
